Kditon LouUcUle {Courier : A writer, signing 
himself “ Public,” has come to the re.scue of the 
Flour Inspectors aud their originators — the Coun- 
cil. He has advanced some overwhelming argu- 
ments, certainly. He says that the Council have 
added another link to the chain of proof of their 
wiedom by voting against the repeal of the flour 
inspection law— as it is for the public good they 
fict — and the public is saved frequently from five 
to ten pounds of flour per barrel by inspection. 

If the link® in their chain are all such as this, 
they are made of niiserable stuff. Who ever saw 
an inspector weigh a barrel of flour?’ 1 would 
wager that neither ona of them have a scale to 
weigh with ; and what provision does the inspec- 
tion law make against short weight:* Simply the 
cost of repacking, and the value of the flouVlack- 
ing — a poor remetly. surely, against future viola- 
tions. Our statutes provide a better, by making 
false weights punishable with imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. 

“Public” says the Council giro au a.ssurance 
that the flour is just and right bv the Inspectors’ 
brand, and the poor man i.® thus protected. De- 
liver us from such friends! We have heard of 
the poor man’s friend before. On the eve of an 
election they are quite common. The idea is 
enough to cheapen ipecac. Doctors will hereafter 
prescribe it a.® an easy and simple emetic. Wo 
luoK what the luspector abstract.® from the barrel 
with his enormous Artesian well-^ringanger — 
hu poor man’s friend. We do nol know that the 
miller gives short weight, a.® bis reputation is at 
stake, and exposure certain. Does tne inspection 
law authorize such iustrumeut®, and the plunging 
of them three or four time.® iuto every barrel? If 
so, i® it for the good of Jhe poor man? If they 
have such sympathy for the poor man, amend the 
law, give him a few more plunges, and theinspec- 
tor will have it all cheap to divide out with his 
darling friends, the poor. 

“Public” will have to try it again; Citizen could 
hare furnished him stronger arguments than he 
has presented, but nothing sutHcient to ju.stifv com- 
pulsory iD.®peclioD, which is all that is complain- 
ed of by millerg, bakers and dealers, whose inter- 
est.® are directly opposite— us much as parties can 
be— and who unitedly and without exception pe- 
titioned the Council for the repeal of the law. It 
is useless to repeat what has been said on this 
subject. In New \ ork. New Orleans, and the other 
principal cities, the law i® volu.atary. and wher- 
ever it is not, they are crying out agaiii.®t it. The 
public can he measurably protected by voluulary 
inspection — not by coinpulsoiy iuspection. The 
defenduut raving plaiiitifl'.® lawver won’t do.

Julg Las u married sister residing iu the vicin- 
ity of Davtou, who last week wrote him a letter 
urging him to bring hi* tvifr there and live in a 
vacant house which was upon the land of her 1 
husband, aud promising to receive them kindly 
and aflord all the assistance to bim.®elf and hia 
wife that was pos-sible. The bearer of the letter 
ascertained that Julg was in jail, and took it tu 
him, aad then carried back the first tidings of 
hi.® present position to the si.*ter' Although liv- 
ing within sixty miles of the city, she had remained 
iu blissful ignorance of the fact that her brother 
hod murdered his wile, had been once tried for 
his life, and was in daily expectation of being 
again called before a jury of bis country a second 
time for the perpetration of an unnatural crime! 
Had tha jury convicted him, he would probably 
have been executed before she wax aware that he 
was ereu accused uf crime. 

On Sunday the sister visited Julg in prison, aud 
the scene which fcllowed was extremely affecting. 
It was crushing to find a brother whom she had 
not seen for months, and whom she supposed to 
be living Lajipily with hU fA-nilr, confined in a 
cell tor the murder of his wife' ’‘Ignorance” is, 
indeed, sometime.® “bliss.”

Mr. Ten Broeck, with Prioress, Woodburn, Bon- 
ita, and his two year old Empire, by Lecomto, 
out of Alice Curneal, will thus have, in all, six 
American horses for hie share of the campiaign ; 
and Mr. Harlan,'who operates entirely on bisown 
hook, will have three . These, with Babylon, who 
at the close of last season was given away by 
Mr. Ten Broeck to his English jockey, Fordham, 
makes in all ten American thorough-bred racers 
on the English tur^ with Cbarleeton serving ia 
the stud. Gut of these ton, however, we must 
weed Babylon, Woodburn, and Bonita as of no 
account, and fix onr eye* entirely apon Prioress, 
Empire, aud the late exportation, which are now 
upon the sea.
